Historians  have  been  unable  to  determine  what  implements  the 
Indian  artists  used  to  attain  the  perfection  and  beauty  of  their 
miniatures,  nor  has  anyone  ever  discovered  the  truth  about  the 
mediums  they  used  to  get  their  magnificent  colors.  The  collection 
described  below  certainly  seems  prooT  of  the  tales  that  lapis  lazuli 
was  ground  to  make  the  blues,  that  jewels  were  pulverized  to  obtain 
the  reds  and  bright  colors,  and  that  pure  gold  was  melted  and  gently 
blended. 

The  qualities  which  distinguish  these  miniatures  from  all  others,  are 
the  love  of  the  artisan  for  his  King  and  his  Queen,  and  his  sincere 
feeling  for  the  mighty  beauty  of  nature,  all  interpreted  with  infinite 
pain  and  perfection.

Silk,  linen  or  cotton  varying  in  length  from  about  five  yards, 
and  in  width  from  about  one  yard,  which  a  Hindu  lady  wraps 
about  her  entire  being  in  graceful  folds.  The  saris  described  below 
are  without  doubt  the  most  magnificent  ever  to  have  made  their  way 
to  western  shores.  In  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  they 
were  worn  by  Hindu  ladies  of  various  Indian  courts,  on  ceremonial 
occasions  of  state.  They  are  of  different  lengths  and  widths,  and

It  is  of  vermillion  kashmir  completely  covered  with  elaborate  gold  and  silver 
embroidery  of  slender  pine  cone  designs.  Bits  of  color  at  the  ends  and  center 
highlight  its  magnificence.  The  lining,  a  mystical  print,  shows  a  tree  of  life 
with  a  poised  cobra,  symbol  of  the  lord  of  death,  separating  a  man  and  a  maid. 
The  scene  asks  the  eternal  question:  Is  love  the  slave  of  life  or  of  death?
